PASTEURIZATION EPIDEMIO 
CHECK 

In the 25-year period from 1920 to 
1945 there were 26 officially reported 
milk-borne epidemics in Canada, each 
with 30 cases or more. These 26 out- 
breaks, attributed to consumption of | 
unpasteurized milk, accounted 
702 deaths from typhoid fever, para-| 
typhoid, and septic sore throat, 

In the same period there were! 
numerous other lesser outbreaks of | 
the same diseases and of undulant 
fever, also milk-borne, 


These minor epidemics also ac- 
counted for numerous deaths. For 
instance there were offic ially report- 
ed 1,124 cases of undulant fever, an 
extremely difficult disease to diag- 
nose, in the years 1940-1945, Tw enty- 
three deaths were attributed to this 
disease in that period. 


An interesting angle to this milk- 
borne epidemic picture is the fact 
that since Ontario's adoption of com- 
pulsory milk pasteurization, there 
has not been one serious outbreak 
of a milk-borne disease in that prov- 
ince. Ontario is the only province 
with such a law. 


On the other hand, the rest of Can- 
ada since the 1938 enactment of the 
Ontario law, has suffered from 12 
officially reported milk-borne out- 
breaks, chiefly septic sore throat and)

Due to its 
earlier ripening qualities, its frost 
and rust registance, it became the 
most popular type in North America, 

Of course, spring wheat commands 
a higher price than fall wheat, which 
Jatter is much grown in Ontario. 

Though several earlier maturing 
wheats have since been developed, 
such as Ruby, Garnet and Reward,

Canadian Artists Have 

Been Provided With 

Fine Cultural Centre 
(By Kay Rex, Canadian Press Writer) 

OTTAWA. — An ancient house in 

the heart of Ottawa's business sec- 
tion shelters what may some day be- 
come one of the cultural showplaces 


of the capital. 

Devoted to the work of Canadian 
painters, “The Gallery” is another 
venture of one of Canada’s veterans, 
and one which not only is paying off 
in cash, but also liberally in praist 
from the Dominion’s artists and art- 
lovers. 

Founded less than a year ago, the 
| gallery was the dream of Leo Heaps 
—that same Capt. Heaps from Win- 
nipeg, who during the war achieved 
fame for his exploits as a paratroop- 
}er, and later with the Dutch under- 
ground, experiences of which he re- 
corded in his book “Escape from 
Arnheim”, 

In Ottawa he recognized the need 
for a centre where people could in- 
dulge ‘in their particular hobbies. 
And in Canada he realized the neces- 
sity of awakening the public to ap- 


preciation of the work of its own 
artists. 
Both these problems Heaps is 


tackling with the gallery, 

Aside from holding art exhibitions, 
he already has plans to conduct 
classes this fall in such hobbies as 
woodworking and leathercraft for 
interested Ottawans. 

But the main purpose of this cen- 
tre is to interest more persons in 
bringing Canadian art right into 
their homes, 

Working with the Federation of 
Canadian Artists, the gallery is get- 
ting the public to buy prints of Can-| 
adian paintings, many thousands of 
which already have been sold. 

And for the man with a small in- 
come it’s as easy for him to buy a 
painting as it is to invest in a car 
or a refrigerator; because the gallery 
sells on credit. 

The gallery salons often are devot- 
ed to “one man” shows of lesser 
known artists. Children’s art also is 
being given a place. One exhibition | 
of young artists ranging in age from 
five to 11, already has been held. 
| Others are planned, It’s all part of 
Heaps’ plan of fmteresting Ottawans 
in what children are doing in schools 
and various art circles, and in main- 
taining the principle upon which the 
gallery was founded: “To bring to 
Ottawa a new interest in painting.”
